problem. 

One cannot aerlously challenga the merit In the 
pnndpla.of unification of all charitable, diaracter- 
bulldtng and health agency soUdtaUons. The obYloua 
savings hi tho manpower and lime now required for 
soUdUng nnd publicizing the many separate cam- 
paigns, the economy in tund-ralslng cxpen.-:ea and the 
rcllfi oMhe entire community from tha annoj-anco of 
repealed oppeals are generally admitted.'

Many a mother has grown gray 
In the struggle to let her children 
enjoy the play that Is essential to 
their health growth and to placate 
the BTown-up people who shudder 
every time they hear a child ahouL 
Although I have seen mothen and 
children suffering under th'e'burden 
of this problem, I have not found 
a suro ramady for IL ' Children must 
play hard In the open air If they 
are to obey nature's plan for their 
growth, which demands that beiora 
they can develop, their powcra they 
must grow them thmugh use. . Ua 
se, no growth. 

Children cannot' play ball.. or ten- 
nis, or tag, or any other open-air 
gasiB --.wlUiaut ^ shouting. _ cheering. 
iMtUyrTaiSOirTIfty^camiol play 
acUve games In sUence. Tliat sort 
of thlnf -AtUy wearlea and retards 
where relaxatloh sind growth are' 
required. Children must grow, there- 
fore, they .mmt make a. loud and 
Joyful nolas. 

This often dlstreues grown peo- 
ple, the old, the ailing, the weary 
and heavily burdened, need and 
should have iiulet and peace. That 
is not possible where gnwlng boys 
and glrla are actively at work. Both 
miut IlTo as their natnra and needs 
requlrt: therefore the best solution 
Is to kMp them as fsr apart as 
possible. PubUo playgrounds are of 
great assistance here. Older children 
can play themselves out there and 
relieve the older people. 

What about the UtUe onisT Three 
Utile t>oys iiaing tTtcyclei can make 
as much noise as a ball team In full 
action. Again, If they can play out 
of sound or theh- elders, line. But it 
they have no such refuge, what 
then? All r can say Is they must be 
endured. THelr outdoor play must 
be accompanied by noises or It is 
nbt play, and play they must-have. 

Indoors they must be trained to 
be quietly busy. Older ptople havo 
their rights, their positive need for 



peace and quiet at times and chll' 
dren must be uught that there art 
mantieri for the house and other 
manners for the outdoor playground 
and both must bo observed. 

When there la an emergency such 
as severe llltiesi,. special-arrange. 
ments can be mode with a simple 
c:<planatlon: "Mr.i. Nextdoor Is very 
111 so you must be quiet today. Sup- 
pose you go to play over at Mickey's 
house today. I'U take you over."
